CARING FOR THE CARS. 


Now that Vernon has acquir­ 
ed a distinct status 
as an oil 
town, and incidentally has some 
thousands of additional people 
with hundreds of additional cars, 
trucks and other motor vehicles, 
the m atter of traffic regulations 
and parking restrictions is be­ 
coming acute. 
It is a simple suggestion that 
all parking be done on the court 
house perimeter of the square 
instead of directly in front of the 
business houses themselves. Con­ 
gestion Is now so great that cars 
are parked in double lines, and a 
number of collisions have nar­ 
rowly been averted within the 
past few years. Serious damage 
to life and limb, to say nothfng 
of fenders, lamps and radiators, 
cannot be avoided unless park­ 
ing 
regulations 
are 
adopted 
promptly and enforced with vig­ 
or and impartiality. 
In some towns the 
plan 
of 
parking cars in the middle of all 
paved streets has been adopted 
as a means of freeing the curb 
of congestion and of effectively 
separating 
lines 
of 
traffic* 
Where tried it has been satisfac­ 
tory, according to all reports. Iii 
Vernon, however, the wide area 
immediate!:,' about 
the 
court 
house should accommodate cars 
now here, for a time, at least. 
One thing is certain, the pres­ 
ent situation cannot be tolerated 
for long. A little provision and 
pre-vision in thi.-> m atter will be 
worth much to the city and to 
the business men on the square.
